CampbellBville, Ky.. October 19.— 
Before u record-breaking crowd here 
today Hon. liklwin Morrow delivered 
one of his famous addresses. His re- 
marks were greeted with applause and 
he was enthusiastically received. In 
the course of his remarks he saM as 
follows : 

"Two weelu ago at the Masonic 
Theater in Loals^lle, te the presence 
of Mr. Stanley, I charked and demon- 
strated, by giving a list of the vouch- 
ers on the Sute Treasury, that la 
department of the State government 
presided oTer by Mr. Hamlett, a book 
known as tlie 'Bird and Arlwr Day," 
the State bad been overcharged and 
had paid oat of ttie pahlie fonds the 
sum of $4,500. The l)ook show.s that 
25,000 copies were ordered, and that 
the price, thwefor was tC,S82.<7. The 
full sBMwiat was paid ia three vouch- 
ers drawn on the State Treasury from 
Seiitember, 1914, to January, 1915, 
showing on their face lor Bird and 
Arbor Books. 

"In addition to these tiiree vouchers 
the records at Frankfort show Vouch- 
er No. 14 tor B. and A., drawn in Sep- 
tem, mi4. iiiul Voucher .\o. 30, for 
the same txiok drawn in November, 
1914. Voucher No. 14 is f<H- $2,000. and 
Voucher No. 30 is for $2,50(), and both 
amounts were paid from the State 
Treasury, making a total' overcharge 
of $4,600 on this one transaction of the 
Supertntandcat of Pahlie laatraetlon. 
Bapla—Hia Is Dae. 

"I say that I made this charge more 
than two weeks ago. and yet Candidate 
Sunley and Candidate Hamlett and 
Sherman Ooodpaster. DesMwratic 
nominee for State Treasurer and the 
present State Examiner and Inspector 
have all foiled to answer tbese 
charges or to explain to the taxpay- 
ers tlit'»t> overcharges. 

"In this same address at Liouisville 
I charged that a total of ISS.0M had 
been paid out of tile sdiool fund on 
vuucliors in large Bwas ranging from 
12.000 to $!.•••. wldi no bills attached 
and with no way on earth to tell on 
what contracts they had been paid, 
yet, neither of thf^ac three gentlenien 
have made any answer to these 
charges, and 1 again dennnd that the 
taxpayers be iiiven an explanation. An 
explanation id certainly due the tax- 
payers of Kentaelor. and I demand 
that the people b.- etiliKhtened ron- 
ceruin^ what has t>ecome of their 
money and tliat they be shown how 
their finances had been handled." 

In the Department of the Secretary 
o' Statf, .Mr. CreceliuB and the auto- 
mobile desk therein and eoneemiag 
the incompetent and the fraudulent 
n»anaK«'nient thereof, Mr. OixKjpaste' 
in an ofBcial report, has the following 
to aajr: 

".After thin most roiiipl<'te and ardu- 
ous examination of this department I 
most say tliat never have I seen a 
more reckless and incompetent hand- 
ling of the State's business and the 
State's money. As I stated before, 
there was no eash record kept except 
on the register and that was Inac- 
rurat'> in the extreme. There were 
shortages in sums ranging from $80 to 
S4M and yet not a word was said and 
seemin;ily no action was taken to re- 
store this money to the Common- 
wealth. I can not satisfy myself that 
these discrepancies were due to care- 
lessness. In fact I believe they were 
not.

The discrepancies in Creceiius' 
oOce appttreatly had been forgotten. 

hut were recalled when Mr. Morrow 
refreshed the memories of those in the 
audience. DeoMKsrats present were 
visibly isspreaaed. As one sum ex- 
pressed It: "That sure was a 42-o«i- 
liiiieter shell .Morrow Just dropped 
into the Democratic camp." 
Mr. Morrow oontiniied: 
"Hamlett's management of the 
school fund has been shown to have 
been haphasard.. The report (rf the 
State Inspector and Examiner is sufB- 
cient to show the way in which the 
funds of the office of the Secretary of 
State have been handled. In spite of 
these sordid facts, lo and behold, we 
tiiiil Mr Stanley claiming to stand for 
liouesty and efficiency in the 
ment of public affairs. At the 
time he vryn aloud; 'Hamlett, thou 
art a »;ood and worthy servant and 
above all others yon;are best flttsd to 
take charge of the department in 
which Mr. Goodpaster tells us that 
there was a systematic plan to defraud 
the State.' Stanley says 'go to it. old 
boy. the gang is for you.* 

"I wonder if the taxpayerH of Ken- 
tucky will be fooled into believing 
that Hamlett will make a more elBci- 
ent Secretary of State tiian has .Mr. 
Creceiius and that the automobile de- 
pai tment under Hamlett't. control will 
fare any better than baa the school 
fund during the last four years?" 

Mr. .Morrow aildressed a crowd of 
several hundred persons at Greens- 
burg. He was introduced by L. H. 
Henderson, Secretary of the Creen 
couuty campaign committe, and W. 
M Vbster. chairman of the executive 
and the campaign committees, presid- 
( (• aH chairman of the meeting. 

.Mr. .Morrow will tspeak at Uardstown 
today. In the afternoon he speaks at 
Springville and Maekville and in the 
evening he speaks at Harrodsburg.

Effects of the European war upon 
the next American eleetlea are already 
being discussed in Bnrope ss well as 

in the Vnlted SUtes. One of the Bng- 
llsh newspapers wonders whether the. 
ducliiie in trade in th« United States 
will be blamed on the war or on the 
tariff. The answer is obvious. 

In November. 1912. the total trade 
hataiHco la tevor of America waa flCS.- 
OMi,«i«. In that month the DesMMratie 
party was elected to power on a tariff 
revision platform. The fear of tariff 
revision was already In the air and 
had caused an unsettling of values. In 
November, 1913, the trade balance bad 
declined to I974S7.0M. or a loss of 
$<4.000,000 aa cmapared with the 
Bsontti of tte elec t io B . a year betote.

Americsna 
bought more abroad because it was 
ttoy aoM less abroad be- 
lofeicn impocta cl ose d many 
American factories and diminished the 
American output. 

lu November. 1913. a portion of the 
Cuderwood law became effective, and 
tbe remainder in January, 1914. The 
decline was correspondingly steady. 
In January. 1914. it laa 4o«a to $49.- 
tS4.«)0 ia favor of the Ualta« Stataa; 
in Febraary. to $25,87 M tl t «rtng 
down; in March, to 14,944,000 in our 
favor — still going down; In April the 
bottom dropped out and the balance 
agalaat the Vnlted Btalea waa fUJOl.- 
000. 

And np to that ttmo there waa sat 
•vea a hint of a Bnropeaa war. 

It will not be possible to cloud the 

issue In the next campaign. The oppo- 
sition to the party in power will con- 
centrate Oh the tariff.

Bverythlug invMitebIa had haaa te- 
>ented! The writer of this lettHr jour- 
neyed in a stagecoach or a canal 
boat. He had never seen a limited 
train or an oeeaa greyhound. He 
read at night by candlelight, if he 
read at all in the evening: more like- 
ly lie went to bed aooo after dark and 
did all hia 'readteg by dayU^ He 
had never seen a house lighted by 11- 
lumiiiating gas. The arc and incan- 
deaeant Utftta were not to ha tavaat- 
ed for nearly a half century.

Measles ia the Patsy Bolllvar of in- 
fantile maladies. When a healthy man 
la aaked: "Have yea ever beea aickr 
tbe aaawer la: "Never Ih ny Hfe— 

only meaalee." 

Meaalea ia diamisaed aa lightly as a 
puff a( ulgariiHiii aialw. Yet tte to- 
tal and annual ravages from measles 
ia greater than that of typhoid fever, 
rafetos aad amallpox, and the legioa 
of defeeta. aaCh aa ladamed eyea, raa- 
n*ng ears aad other deformitlea. left 
ai> Its stigma upon human kind aft<>.° 
recovery, will never be accurately re- 
ported. If yoa caa tell tha precise 
damage done to children by aMMlea 
you can aolve the riddle. 

T%e toroade «f asaaalsa apaa tatoata 
has been checked in reeeat yeara only 
by better sanitation aad cleaner 
houaea. Mothers, however, still de- 
ceive theaiaalvaa aad eadaager the fu- 
ture atreogth aad eflleieaey of their 
younKsters by wrongly rf yarding 
meai^ea aa a trivial or nearly tiarm- 
leaa aibaent of ehlMhood that "every 
body must have." Nothinjj could be 
wider of the mark; nobthing could be 
farther from the troth. 

Dr. C. Horrman, of New York City, 
has carried out recent researchea into i 
thia age-old distemper which have, to 
say the toaat, a diatiactly iatolUgible 
glbamer for the future. Dr. Herr- 
mann proposes to make infanta im- 
mune to meaalea before they are Ave 
DMMiIha M. nam to etted to ^ aat- 
growth of the well-known discovery 
that infants iu the early months of 
life, wbea aear others with meaalea, 
coaaiateatly escape Ito do p re da tto na . 
Mlstory el Bipuh aa ato . 
HHbiea under five months, he points 
out. who have remained in intimate 
contact with older victlras of the 
splotchy fever, not only fall to fall 
ill with this infoction but remain fre- 
q neatly lanaaae to it ever afterward 
Dr. Herrmann emphasizes thia ta the 
report of seven children in <me fam- 
ily 

The seven youngsters raagad from 
10 Bioatha up to 14 yeara old. The 
eldest had measles eleven and three- 
fourto yeara ago. Um aeeoad child 
waa thea S% aioatha old aad though 
constantly exposed, gave it the merry 
ba-ha." The third and fourth chll- 
drea had meaalaa lix ipadm pravloualy. 
The second, though always nearby, 
did not fall a victim to IL Neither 
did the fifth ckfM. tkaa ttraa moaths 
of age. 

The sixth oBlld had saeasles two 

years ago, and again the second and 
fifth children. Immune since their third 
month, e s caped tbm malady . The sev- 
enth and youngest child was recently 
observed in an attack of meaalea. and 
agato the aoeoad aad iHh rewalaad 
unaffected. 

Theae, together with a number of 
other observations convinced Dr. 
Hernaaaa that bahtoa under five 
moaCha of age vrere aiare or leaa Im- 
mune to measles. Thereupon be de- 
termined to bring about for all babies 
artifldaily what aecfdeatalfy ooearrs 
to a few. 

Method of ImmanixlBg. 

Dr. Herrmann oMataad the eonaent 
first of the mother, a peraonal friend, 
to inject ber four-months-old baby 
with blood from a patient down witli 
measles. This axperintent usually 
caooea meaalea In older ehlMrea and 
grown-ups who have never had it. 

Sure enoifgh. tbe little fellow escap- 
ed the diateraper, so the savant pro- 
ceeded to make other children under 
five months immune. In no single in- 
stance of uiore thaa torty hahlee tiuis 
"vaccinated" agalat BMaales were 
there any oapleaaaataat or disagree- 
able consequences. 

Hie vaeetoe tor iajectioo waa takm 
float UM Mmal ffolda of ehlldrea with 
measles twenty-four hours before th» 
nlfiu ail broke out. All auch children 
resw teotad wKh a Waaaermaaa and 
other btood tests to insure that they 
v>cre, except for measles, absolutely 
LealthfnL 

Swaba of cotton were used to col- 
lect the fluids from the nose, and these 
were kept in sterilised glaaa tubes. 
The vaoclaatloa of the ioCaata, pre- 
ferably be t weea four aad Ave ^*ffwfh», 
was made by the appiicatioa Of die 
rioist cotton to tbe inside of tbe aos- 
trila of the healthy child. 

Fifteen of the over forty infants thus 
vuccinated against measleH bad, ai the 
fini of from eight to fourteen days, a 
small aumher of apoto oa the akta 
which would have been Ignored ua- 
dei usual conditions, hut when taken 
h..' and large with the experiments 
ceem to prove tlmt. as to aamllpox vac- 
cination, immunity to measles is ac- 
companied by a mild, almost unob- 
servod ievar. 

It a pp ea r a, then, tliat a means is at 
last available whereby the depreda- 
tions of thia oioat contagious of chlld- 
bood'a visltatloes oiay be warded pff. 
if Bot stamped oat Sioce practice is 
Very loath to run close upou the heels 
of knowledge; since man Is "sot in 
hia waya," aad eaatoma, traditkma. ig 
norance and superstition are always 
in opposition to new first aids, it will 
be, perhaps, two generations hence 
before compulsory ▼acclaatioo against 
meaalea wll| he adopted.— Dr. Leonard 
Keene Htawhherg. of Johaa Hopkins 
rniveraity.
